Cruiser Raleigh and Her Brave Crew 
Return from Manila.  - 


A GREAT RECEPTION AT NEW YORK. 


Immense Crowds Brave the Pelting 
Rain and Loudiy Cheer as the 
Cruiser and Captured Span- 
ish Vessels Parade. 


New York, April 17.—The celebra- 
tion attending the return of the United 
States cruiser Raleigh from Manila, 
which had to be postponed Saturday 
owing to the warship’s late arrival, oc- 
curred Sunday. The Raleigh, accom- 
panied by two small war veele cap- 
tured from the Spaniards last summer, 
and a fleet of about 25 excursion steam- 
ers and tugboats, paraded from Tomp- 
kinsville to Grant’s tomb and from 
there back to anchorage in the North 
river off Thirty-fourth street. It would 
have been difficult to have selected more 
inclement or disagreeable weather than 
that which prevailed all the time the 
Raleigh was passing in review before 
the thousands of enthusiastic people 
who lined the river banks and gave her 
their hearty cheers of welcome home. 
The cruiser did not leave her anchorage 


off Tompkinsville for the parade up the. 


bay and the Hudson river until short- 
ly before noon. An hour before that 
time a drizzling rain commenced to fall, 
and this soon turned into asteady down- 
pour, which continued the remainder 
of the day. The wind was raw and the 


officers and men of the Raleigh stood 


upon the decks three hours, drenched to 
the skin and shivering with the cold. 
Great Crowds Braved the Storm. 
Great crowds assembled in Riverside 
park, overlooking the Hudson, and men, 
women and children stood there for 


hours under umbrellas, watching the 


vessels on their way up the river and 
on their return. By far the greatest 
gathering of people was in the vicinity 
cf Grant’s tomb, which was the turning 
point of the parade. A national salute 
was fired there by the Raleigh, and also 
by the captured Spanish prizes, and the 
scene was rendered a memorable one 
by the shrieking of a hundred steam 


-whistles from excursion boats and loco- 


motives and cheers from thousands of 
people on shore and on the vessels in 
the river. 

The Raleigh lay at anchor off Tomp- 
kinsville all the morning, and no spe- 
cial excitement attended her presence 
there until about ten o’clock, when sev- 
eral excursion steamers arrived from 
the city, ran alongside of her and 
cheered her time and time again. Mrs. 
Coghlan, the wife of the commander of 
the eruiser, arrived at Tompkinsville 
between nine and ten o’clock, where 
she took a small boat and. went out to 
the Raileigh and welcomed her hus- 
band. Capt. Coghlan was apprised 
early of the intentions of the citizens’ 
reception committee to visit the 
Raleigh and accompany her on the pa- 
rade. He had his crew give her hulla 
fresh coat of paint during the time be- 
tween day break and the hour set for 
the arrival of the committee, and all the 
officers prepared for the occasion by 
putting on full dress. Rain commenced 
to fall soon after ten o’cloeck, and an 
hour later the decks were flooded, and 
everyone on the Raleigh was seeking 
shelter wherever it could be found. 
Boats of all descriptions continued to 
arrive from the city, and each one ran 
up as close to the Raleigh as possible 
and cheered her. The two captured 
gunboats, the Alvarado and Sandoval, 
arrived from the navy yard early, both 
dressed gayly with flags and bunting, 
and they created as much enthusiasm 
as the Raleigh herself. 

Welcomed by Mayor Van Wyck. 


At 11 o’clock the large steamer Glen 


Island arrived, carrying the citizens’ 
reception committee, headed by Mayor 
Van Wyck, and also having on board a 
number of invited guests. A delegation 
from the committee, numbering not 
more than a score, went aboard the 
Raleigh. All hands on the cruiser were 
called to quarters, and Mayor Van 
Wyck and the other committeemen 
were received with naval formality. 
Capt. Coghlan stood at the gangway 
and received the visitors and escorted 
them immediately to his cabin. 
ceremonies there were very brief, con- 
suming not more than five minutes.

Pleased at the Demonstration. 

Officers and men alike expressed the 
greatest surprise at the demonstration 
and wondered what they had done te 
warrant all the enthusiasm which was 
being displayed. Many of them were 
heard to make remarks to the effect 
that the battle of Manila bay was 
fought so long ago that they had almost 
forgotten it, but that it seemed the 
American people remembered it still. 

By the time the Raleigh and her es- 
corts reached the southern end of Riv- 
erside park the rain had not abated in 
the least, but the enthusiasm, instead of 
falling off, increased, both on the ves- 
sels and on shore. The boulevard and 
the paths in the park were crowded by 
the people who had been waiting there 
an hour or more, all drenched and 
chilled, but. with the one thought of 
doing honor to the Raleigh. Two shore 
batteries fired a salute near this point, 
and people along shore, in boat houses 
and in small-launches, fired off cannon 
crackers, revolvers and shotguns, while 
a half dozen locomotives on the railroad 
track that runs along the river added to 
the deafening noise by blowing their 
whistles all the time the Raileigh was 
passing. 

Salute at Grant’s Tomb. 

Just -before arriving almost off 
Grant’s tomb the cruiser slowed down, 
preparatory to turning, and while the 
cheering and whistle blowing and other 
noises were at their height two six- 
pounders on the Raleigh commenced 
their salute-of 21 guns. The last shot 
had hardly died away when the Alva- 
rado and Sandoval opened with their 
national salute, and a battery on shore 
joined in the tribute to Gen. Grant. 
‘When the salutes were concluded the 
Raleigh turned slowly and headed 
down the river, her escorts turning at 
the same time. The run back to an-* 
chorage off Thirty-fourth stréet was 
made slowly, and the same enthusiasm 
was displayed as on the run up the 
river. 

Reception Aboard Ship. 

When the Raleigh anchored she was 
surrounded immediately by a fleet of 
excursion boats, and as fast as they 
could reach her gangway the people 
aboard them climbed on the cruiser 


and extended personal welcome to the. 


officers and men. The warship was un- 
comfortably crowded, but everybody 
received a cordial reception, and the 
crew apparently took great pride in 
Showing visitors over the ship, and par- 
ticularly in pointing out the five-inch 
egun on the starboard side of the poop 
deck that fired the first shot in the bat- 
tle of Manila bay. Many)jrelatives and 
personal friends of the officers and men 
went aboard as soon as they could reach 
the side of the vessel, and the day’s cele- 
bration concluded with these general 
and individual receptions. 


A Bad Fire. 

Bloomington, TIl., April 17.—The busi- 
ness portion of Rutland, La Salle coun- 
ty, was completely swept away by fire 
Sunday morning. The blaze started 
from an exploding kerosene lamp in 
Cline & Krueger’s saloon.

Insurgents Concentrating. 
Manila, April 17.—During the ab- 
sence of Maj. Gen. Lawton’s expedition 
to the Santa Cruz district, on the south- 
eastern side of Laguna de Bay, the in- 
surgents have been concentrating at 
the northern end of the lake, near Pasig 
and the American scouts report that 
several thousand are already there. 
Gen. Lawton’s expedition is now on its 
way back. Two- hundred and fifty 
Chinamen from Santa Cruz‘have ar- 
rived here. They left the town owing 
to their fear that the rebels, on reenter- 
ing it, would wreak vengeance upon 
them for favoring the Americans. 

Maj. Gen. Lawton’s expedition to the 
Laguna de Bay district reembarked 
Sunday evening, anchored for the night 
at the head of the river Pasig and 
reached Manila this (Monday) morning, 
bringing all the men and the captured 
insurgent boats. Its objects, namely, 
the capture of the insurgents’ boats and 
the distribution of the proclamation, 
emphasized by a lesson of American 
power throughout the lake region, 
have been attained. Gen. Lawton im- 
mediately began preparations for an 
important expedition on land. There 
has been no fighting on the lake for 
three days. 
Otis Is Cheerful. 

Manila, April 17.—Gen. Otis regards 

the situation here cheerfully, and feels 


that with the work already done and 


“fainy season. 


that which he expects certainly to ac- 
complish, the rebels will eventually be 
subdued forever. He said: 


“The insurgents are moving eastward, 
and will soon be in the mountains. There 
they will become merely bands of robbers 
and will fight among themselves. They 
have no united army anywhere, yet they 
will be troublesome, and we need a strong 
force to deal with the robber groups. We 
shall not stop our operations because of the 
The rebels are counting upon 
a cessation of hostilities on our part, but 
we intend to keep right on. We shall wedge 
the army between them and the north, as 
well as cutting the island in two here by 
our forces. The problem the government 


is now facing is that of destroying the pow- 


erful bands of robbers that are seattered 
in all directions. We have smashed the 
insurgent government, but I believe that 


it will be a long time before we pacify the 
whole of Luzon.” 


Gen. Otis said that he could not dis- 
cuss his plans in detail, but it is known 
that a large force will soon go by sea 
and disembark north of Aguinaldo’s 
forces. -Then Aguinaldo will be be- 
tween the two lines and will find him- 
self in a most unpleasant and dangerous 
position. 

Prisoners in a Pitiful Plight. 

The sitauation of the Spanish prison- 
ers is so appalling Gen. Rios has ap- 
pealed to all the foreign residents of the 
Philippines to assist him in securing 
their release. As a result, all of the for- 
eign merchants, regardless of nation- 
ality, have signed a memorial to Aguin- 
aldo, assuring him that it is contrary to 
the laws of civilized nations to hold the 
Spanish prisoners, since Spain is no 
longer a com tant. The memorial 
does not recog ize Aguinaldo as presi- 
dent, and is merely addressed to him as 
chief of the native military. 

The foreigners declare in the paper 
if he releases the Spanish prisoners he 
will raise himself in the estimation of 
all mankind. A committee of three 
residents will carry the memorial to 
the rebel chieftain under a flag of 
truce. 

We are constantly receiving authen- 
tic reports of the pitiable condition of 
the prisoners. They are starved and 
bound with cruel thongs, and many are 
beaten without ecamnacsan Tha na.

and a fleet of about 25 excursion steam- 
ers and tugboats, paraded from Tomp- 
kinsville to Grant’s tomb and from 
there back to anchorage in the North 
river off Thirty-fourth street. It would 
have been difficult to have selected more 
inclement or disagreeable weather than 
that which prevailed all the time the 
Raleigh was passing in review before 
the thousands of enthusiastic people 
who lined the river banks and gave her 
their hearty cheers of welcome home. 
The cruiser did not leave her anchorage 
off Tompkinsville for the parade up the 
bay and the Hudson river until short- 
An hour before that 
time a drizzling rain commenced to fall, 
and this soon turned into asteady down- 
pour, which continued the remainder 
of the day. The wind was raw and the 


officers and men of the Raleigh stood - 


upon the decks three hours, drenched to 
the skin and shivering with the cold. 
Great Crowds Braved the Storm. 
Great crowds assembled in Riverside 
park, overlooking the Hudson, and men, 
women and children stood there for 
hours under umbrellas, watching the 
vessels on their way up the river and 
on their return. By far the greatest 
gathering of people was in the vicinity 
of Grant’s tomb, which was the turning 
point of the parade. A national salute 
was fired there by the Raleigh, and also 
by the captured Spanish prizes, and the 
scene was rendered a memorable one 
y the shrieking of a hundred steam 


. whistles from excursion boats and loco- 


motives and cheers from thousands of 
people on shore and on the vessels in 
the river. 

The Raleigh lay at anchor off Tomp- 
kinsville all the morning, and no spe- 
cial excitement attended her presence 
there until about ten o’clock, when sev- 
eral excursion steamers arrived from 
the city, ran alongside of her and 
cheered her time and time again. Mrs. 
Coghlan, the wife of the commander of 
the eruiser, arrived at Tompkinsville 
between nine and ten o’clock, where 
she took a small boat and went out to 
the Raileigh and welcomed her hus- 
band. Capt. Coghlan was apprised 
early of the intentions of the citizens’ 
reception committee to visit the 
Raleigh and accompany her on the pa- 
rade. He had his crew give her hull a 
fresh coat of paint during the time be- 
tween day break and the hour set for 
the arrival of the committee, and all the 
officers prepared for the occasion by 
putting on full dress. Rain commenced 
to fall soon after ten o’clock, and an 
hour later the decks were flooded, and 
everyone on the Raleigh was seeking 
shelter wherever it could be found. 
Boats of all descriptions continued to 
arrive from the city, and each one ran 
up as close to the Raleigh as possible 
and cheered her. The two captured 
gunboats, the Alvarado and Sandoval, 
arrived from the navy yard early, both 
dressed gayly with flags and bunting, 
and they created as much enthusiasm 
as the Raleigh herself. 

Welcomed by Mayor Van Wyck. 

At 11 o’clock the large steamer Glen 
Island arrived, carrying the citizens’ 
reception committee, headed by Mayor 
Van Wyck, and also having on board a 
number of invited guests. A delegation 
from the committee, numbering not 
more than a score, went aboard the 
Raleigh. All hands on the cruiser were 
called to quarters, and Mayor Van 
Wyck and the other committeemen 
were received with naval formality. 
Capt. Coghlan stood at the gangway 
and received the visitors and escorted 
them immediately to his cabin. 
ceremonies there were very brief, con- 
suming not more than five minutes.

jackets covering their shoulders, and 
most of the time with their hats flying 
in the air. 

Pleased at the Demonstration. 

Officers and men alike expressed the 
greatest surprise at the demonstration 
and wondered what they had done te 
warrant all the enthusiasm which was 
being displayed. Many of them were 
heard to make remarks to the effect 
that the battle of Manila bay was 
fought so long ago that they had almost 
forgotten it, but that it seemed the 
American people remembered it still. 

By the time the Raleigh and her es- 
corts reached the southern end of Riv- 
erside park the rain had not abated in 
the least, but the enthusiasm, instead of 
falling off, increased, both on the ves- 
sels and on shore. The boulevard and 
the paths in the park were crowded by 
the people who had been waiting there 
an hour or more, all drenched and 
chilled, but with the one thought of 
doing honor to the Raleigh. Twoshore 
batteries fired a salute near this point, 
and people along shore, in boat houses 
and in small-launches, fired off cannon 
crackers, revolvers and shotguns, while 
a half dozen locomotives on the railroad 
track that runs along the river added to 
the deafening noise by blowing their 
whistles all the time the Raileigh was 
passing. 

Sainte at Grant’s Tomb. 

Just -before arriving almost off 
Grant’s tomb the cruiser slowed down, 
preparatory to turning, and while the 
cheering and whistle blowing and other 
noises were at their height two six- 
pounders on the Raleigh commenced 
their salute-of 21 guns. The last shot 
had hardly died away when the Alva- 
rada and Sandoval opened with their 
national salute, and a battery on shore 
joined in the tribute to Gen. Grant. 
When the salutes were concluded the 
Raleigh turned slowly and headed 
down the river, her escorts turning at 
the same time. The run back to an-* 
chorage off Thirty-fourth stréet was 
made slowly, and the same enthusiasm 
was displayed as on the run up the 
river. 

Reeeption Aboard Ship. 

When the Raleigh anchored she was 
surrounded immediately by a fleet of 
excursion boats, and as fast as they 
could reach her gangway the people 
aboard them climbed on the cruiser 
and extended personal welcome to the 
officers and men. The warship was un- 
comfortably crowded, but everybody 
received a cordial reception, and the 
crew apparently took great pride in 
showing visitors over the ship, and par- 
ticularly in pointing out the five-inch

The mayor in a few words welcomed | 


the Raleigh to New York, extended the 
freedom of the city to the officers and 
men, apologized for the disagreeable 
weather, and assured Capt. Coghlan of 
a hearty welcome. Capt. Coghlan re- 
plied briefly. The committee did not 
stop aboard a moment after the form- 
alities of the welcome were over. There 
was no inspection of the vessel; in fact, 
that would have been almost impossi- 
ble in the drenching rain that was fall- 
ing at’the time. 
The Naval Parade. 

The committee returned to the Glen 
Island at once, and as Mayor Van Wyck 
left the side of the Raleigh he received 
a salute of 15 guns. Preparations were 
made then to get under way for the 
parade. The Raleigh was headed down 
the stream at the time, and when she 
raised her anchor and swung around 
slowly the whistles on all the craft near 
her shrieked a salute, and all the people 
on the excursion boats cheered and 
waved handkerchiefs and flags. The 
Glen Island led the procession of ves- 
sels and the Raleigh followed just 
astern of her. The Alvarado and San- 
‘doval took position off either bow of 
the cruiser, and police boats, tugs and 
excursion boats followed in a double 
column. There was no special demon- 
stration until Governor’s island was 
passed,when a national salute was fired. 
About this point the coast survey steam- 
er Pathfinder, with Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy Allen aboard, joined the 
procession, following just in the wake 
of the Raleigh. From, the time the

; A Bad Fire. 

Bloomington, Ill., April 17.—The busi- 
ness portion of Rutland, La Salle coun- 
ty, was completely swept away by fire 
Sunday morning. The blaze started 
from an exploding kerosene lamp in 
Cline & Krueger’s saloon. The flames 
spread to Austin’s general store, Bian- 
din’s drug store, Wadleigh’s general 
merchandise, Messenger’s general 
store, Lawrence’s lumber yard and 
Sauer’s elevator and several other 
buildings. The total loss is $75,000, with 
small insurance. 


Gen. Shafter’s Illness. 

Detroit, Mich., April 17.—Maj. Gen. 
William R. Shafter spent Sunday here 
in bed, the result of a recurrence of the 
malarial attack he suffered during the 
Cuban war. He was sufficiently re- 
covered, however, to resume his journey 
to the Pacific coast. The general said 
if he continued to suffer he would stop 
at Sycamore, Ill., the home of his broth- 
er, and recuperate. If his trouble im- 
proves he will continue through to the 
coast. 


New Spanish Ambassador. 

Madrid, April 17.—The -Official Ga- 
zette contains a royal decree appoint- 
ing Duke de Arcos to be Spanish envoy 
extraordinary and minister plenipoten- 
tiary to the United States. The decree 
also creates consulates at Havana, Ma- 
nila, Iloilo, San. Juan de Porto Rico 
and Cienfuegos.

a rule Gen. Otis has been disapproving 
all applications for discharge except in 
the case of sick or wounded and dis- 
abled soldiers. 

Insurgents Concentrating. 
Manila, April 17—During the ab- 
sence of Maj. Gen. Lawton’s expedition 
to the Santa Cruz district, on the south- 
eastern side of Laguna de Bay, the in- 
surgents have been concentrating at 
the northern end of the lake, near Pasig 
and the American scouts report that 
several thousand are already there. 
Gen. Lawton’s expedition is now on its 
way back. Two- hundred and fifty 
Chinamen from Santa Cruz ‘have ar- 
rived here. They left the town owing 
to their fear that the rebels, on reenter- 
ing it, would wreak vengeance upon 
them for favoring the Americans. 

Maj. Gen. Lawton’s expedition to the 
Laguna de Bay district reembarked 
Sunday evening, anchored for the night 
at the head of the river Pasig and 
reached Manila this (Monday) morning, 
bringing all the men and the captured 
insurgent boats. Its objects, namely, 
the capture of the insurgents’ boats and 
the distribution of the proclamation, 
emphasized by a lesson of American 
power throughout the lake region, 
have been attained. Gen. Lawton im- 
mediately began preparations for an 
important expedition on land. There 
has been no fighting on the lake for 
three days. 

Otis Is Cheerful. 

Panis, April 17.—Gen. Otis regards 
the situation here cheerfully, and feels 
that with the work already done and 
that which he expects certainly to ac- 
complish, the rebels will eventually be 
subdued forever. He said: 


“The insurgents are moving eastward, 
and will soon be in the mountains. There 
they will become merely bands of robbers 
and will fight among themselves. They 
have no united army anywhere, yet they 
will be troublesome, and we need a strong 
force to deal with the robber groups. We 
shall not stop our operations because of the 


a cessation of hostilities on our part, but 
we intend. to keep right on. We shall wedge 
the army between them and the north, as 
well as cutting the island in two here by 
our forces. The problem the government 
is now facing is that of destroying the pow- 
erful bands of robbers that are scattered 
in all directions. We have smashed the 
insurgent government, but I believe that 


it will be a long time before we pacify the 
whole of Luzon.” 


Gen. Otis said that he could not dis- 
cuss his plans in detail, but it is known 
that a large force will soon go by sea 
and disembark north of Aguinaldo’s 
forces. -Then Aguinaldo will be be- 
tween the two lines and will find him- 
self in a most unpleasant and dangerous 
position. 

Prisoners im a Pitiful Plight. 

The sitauation of the Spanish prison- 
ers is so appalling Gen. Rios has ap- 
pealed to all the foreign residents of the 
Philippines to assist him in securing 
their release. As a result, all of the for- 
eign merchants, regardless of nation- 
ality, have signed a memorial to Aguin- 
aldo, assuring him that itis contrary to 
the laws of civilized nations to hold the 
Spanish prisoners, since Spain is no 
longer a com tant. The memorial 
does not recognize Aguinaldo as presi- 
dent, and is merely addressed to him as 
chief of the native military. 

The foreigners declare in the paper 
if he releases the Spanish prisoners he 
will raise himself in the estimation of 
all mankind. A committee of three 
residents will carry the memorial to 
the rebel chieftain under a flag of 
truce. 

We are constantly receiving authen- 
tic reports of the pitiable condition of 
the prisoners. They are starved and 
bound with cruel thongs, and many are 
beaten without compassion. The mis- 
erable and helpless wretches stagger 
along, a white-faced, ghostly multitude, 
at the point of bayonets held by their 
Savage captors. The sympathy of 
everyone is deeply aroused, and a de- 
termined effort will be made to have 
them restored to freedom. 

Dewey’s Work About Ended. 
Washington, April 17.—Admiral 
George Dewey, head of the American 
navy and hero of Manila, may come to 
the United States sooner than was ex- 
pected. It is explained that the ad- 
miral is prolonging his stay in the Phil- 
ippines entirely of his own volition, and 
the intimation was given that he may 
be homeward bound before long. Na- 
val officials said that the work of the 
fieet at Manila from now on will be of 
minor importance in the task of sub- 
jugating the Filipinos, and that the 
near approach of the rainy season 
there would be along period of compar- 
ative inactivity on the Asiatic sta- 
tion. 


Will Be Extended One Year, 
Washington, April 17.—The admin- 
istration has notified the Cuban plant- 
ers’ delegation now here that mortgage 
obligations in Cuba will be extended 
for one year.

WASHINGTON, April 15.—The quar- 
termaster-general today received a 
cablegram from Cienfuegos, announcing 
that the 'Thir'ty-first Mlichiigan volun- 
teers had sailed from that port on the 
transport Thomas on Thursday, April 13. 
The command numbered 47 officers and 
997 men, all of whom are reported in 
good heal'th. 

Calculating on ibe rate of speed of 
the transport, it is figured that she will 
reach Savannah Monday afternoon. The 
troop's will be taken into detention cainip 
for five days, and wil probably pe or- 
dered to Augusta. to be mustered Out, a 
process whilch, it is. expected, will oc- 
cupy about three weeks. Travel pay 
from Augusta to the place of enlistment 
of each man will be allolwed, amounting 
to ‘between $40 and $50 per man.

CORONER S. INQUEST 


Over the Rema'ns of Suicide Albert A. 
A. Marshall. : 

The coroner’s inquest over the. re- 
mains of Albert A. Marshall were: held 
at the morgue this morning and the fol- 
lowing evidence was prod iced: 

Dr. E, B. Clark, being sworn, said he 
was present at the finding of the body 
of Albert A, Marshall. He was found 
lying on the candy bench in the third 
floor of No. 206 S. Main st., with a can- 
vass over his face, tied securely, with a 
rubber tube through the canvass into 
his mouth, connected ‘with gas and the 
gas turned on. Tihe body was clean and 
the face had been recently shaved. He 
had been dead probably a half hour 
when found. No effert was made to re- 
suscitate him. There was no evidence 
of any strugigile. It was a case of delib- 
erate suïcide, 


James’ L, Chapman, being next sworn,

Any 
of the four corners at this place would 
make an excellent site for a public 
building, especially as they are on the 
line of march of the D., Y. & A. A. The 
former engine ‘house on S. Huron si., 
south of the Savings bank building, is 
being talked of, as is likewise the corner 
of Congress and Adams sts., on the Van 
Cleve property. Many east siders be- 
lieve that the west side should com- 
promise with them and place the hall 
on the corner of Cross and Washing- 
ton sts., diagonally opposite tre hose 
house.
